London, September 18.—The “color 
line’ is not often drawn in England, 
but the Camberwell poor law guard- 
jans today declined to appoint a negro 
as district medical officer on the 
ground that the poor were very fastid- 
ious in such matters. 

It was admitted during the session 
of the guardians that the negro doc- 
tor's qualifications were better than 
those of the other candidates and some 
of the guardians wanted to treat him 
as “a brother.”

New York to Pay Fitting Tribute 
to Late xecutive—Body 


to Lie in State. 

New York, September 18.—All ar- 
rangements had been completed this 
evening for the tribute the city will 
pay to its dtad executive, Willlam J 
Gaynor. whose body will be landed 
from the steamer Lusitania here to- 


morrow. 

At 4 o'clock this afternoon the Lusi- 
tania was reported by wireless off 
Nantucket light and !t was expected 
she would pass Sandy Hook at mid- 
night or shortly afterward. ? 

It was arranged for the department 
of corrections’ boat, “Correction.” to 
draw up alongside the liner down the 
bay to transfer the body from the 
steamer’s docks to the unfilled casket 
resting on the heavily draped cata- 
falqte on the upper deck of the little 
vessel. 

The “Correction” will land the body 
in Brooklyn and tomorrow and Satur- 
day morning it will remain with the 
late mayor's family. Saturday after- 
noon a private funeral service will be 
held in the Gaynor home and in the 
evening the casket will be brought to 
the city hall in Manhattan and placed 
in the rotunda, where It will lie tn 
state Saturday night and Sunday. 

A guard of honor, comprising re- 
lays of uniformed police and firemen 
wilt remain on duty at the city hall 
until Monday morning when the #u- 
neral cortege starts for Trinity church 
for the funeral. After the services 
in the church the procession will wend 
its way over the Brooklyn bridge to 
Brooklyn Borough _hall, where the 
mourning column will disband and the 
funeral proceed to Greenwood ceme- 
tery, where the burial will take place. 

The “Correction” steamed down the 
bay early this evening. She was a 
hearse afloat, with a catafalque on 
deck, her flag drooped at half-mast 
and her upper deck a solemn spec- 
tacle of black.

Administration Money Meas- 

"ure Goes to Senate Practi- 

cally Unamended in Its Es- 
sential Provisions. 


SEVERAL REPUBLICANS 
VOTED FOR MEASURE 


And Only Three Democrats 
Against—Some Democrats 


Objected to the Gold Stand- 


ard Amendment. 


Washington, September 18—The 
complete revision of American banke 
ing and currency methods proposed in 
the democratic currency Dill was 
started on its way to the statute 
books today. By a vote of 286 to 84, 
the house passed the bill in practical- 
ly the same in which {t was 
originally proposed Twenty-four re- 
publicans and fourteen progressives 
joined with the democrats In voting 
for the bill. 

With this overwhelming house ma- 
jority and the indorsement of Presi- 
dent Wilson behind it, the measure 
was sent over to the senate. There 
ft was referred -to the banking and 
currency committee, before which 
hearings on the subject already are 
in progress. The committee may not 
be ready to report for several weeks. 

Bank Notes to Go. 

The measure would eliminate the 
present American bank note system 
under which banks tssue- currency 
against government bonds and estab- 
lish a currency to be issued by twelve 
federal reserve banks based on sound 
commercial paper which the govern- 
ment assumes the responsibility of re- 


deeming {in gold or lawful money. 


form 


It would place practieally every 
phase of banking under the control 
of a federal reserve board of seven 


members, to be appointed by the presi- 
dent and a council of bankers which 
would have only advisory powers. The 
system would be administered 
through the revenue banks situated in 
twelve geographical divisions of the 
country, each capitalized at about $5,- 
000,000, which capital must be sub- 
scribed by the banks in the reserve 
district.--At ~the~ he hour the 
house wrote ¢nto the bill a disclaimer 
of any Intention to alter the gold 
money standard fixed by law. 
Passed Virtually as Drawn. 

Fen days of earnest consideration in 
the house failed to alter the bill in 
any material particular and it passed 
virtually as drawn by Representative 
Glass, of Virginia, chairman of the 
house banking and currency commit- 
tee, after conferences with Senator 
Owen, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee; Secretary McAdoo, of the treasury 
department, and the president. 
Throughout the debate republicans and 
progressives vigorously denounced the 
methods employed by the democrats in 
framing the bill and in perfecting its 
details in caucus. The democratic lines 
hefd firm, however, and no minority 
amendments were adopted. 

Sentiment regarding the measure 
has not yet crystallized in the senate. 
The senate committee is hearing in- 
terested citizens from all over the 
country on the principles of the bill. 
These hearings may continue for sev- 
eral days ‘at least. The committee 
Itself is expected to take weeks in 
of the measure, al- 
though the administration forces in_ 
the senate hope to force an early re- 
port to the floor, where further ex- 
tended debate {is expected. 


24 Republicans for Bill, 

The final vote brought a number of 
republicans to the support of the ad- 
ministration measure. Twenty-four re- 
publicans voted for the bill and three 
democrats voted against It. 

A final fight on an amendment re- 
uffirming the present financial policy 
of a good money standard caused some 
defections from the democratic side. 

A burst of applause greeted the pas- 


sage of the Dill. 


The three democrats who voted 
against it were Representatlves Cal- 
toway, of Texas; Elder, of Louisiana, 
and Witherspoon, of Mississippi. 

The republicans voting for {t 
were: Baltz, Browne, Cary, Cooper, 
Cramton, Dillon, Esch, Farr, Foss, 
Frear, Haugen, Helgeson, Kent, Len- 
root, Linquist, Mapes, McLaughlin, 
Nelson, Porter, Samuel Smith and J, 
M. C. Smith of Michigan, Smith of 


Minnesota, Stafford, Young of North 
Dakota. 

Two progressives, Temple and Wal- 
ters, of Pennsylvania, voted against the 
bill. Fourteen other progressives voted 
for it. They were: Bell and Stephens 
of California, Hinsbaugh, Woodruff, of 
Michigan, Kelly of Pennsylvania, Laf- 
ferty, Lindbergh, MacDonald, Manahan, 
Murdock, Nolan, Norton, Rupley, Thom- 
son of Illinois. 

Some house democrats were inclined 
to look with disfavor on an amend- 
ment incorporated in the measure last 
nigit at the suggestion of the banking 
committee. The amendment, proposed 
by Representative Foss, republican, of 
Ohio, included a statement that none of 
its provisions was calculated to repeal 
the law of 1900, prescribing the gold 
money standard, or to disturb the par- 
ity of money. 

Clears Meaning of Bill. 

Chairman Glass, however, declared 
that the amendment only made clear 
the meaning of the Dill as originally 
framed. A few mincr amendments, 
changing phraseology or designed to 
make clear possible ambiguities in the 
bill were the only changes made in the 
consideration of hundreds of amend- 
ments offered by republicans and: pro- 
gressives. 

Passed by the house, the bill will go 
to the senate, wherea lengthy consid- 
eration before the banking committee 
awaits it. It probably will be_ some 
weeks before the measure is reported 
to the senate, where further debate is 
expected to delay Gts final passage. 

Representative Wingo, of Arkansas, 
demanded a record vote on the so- 
called gold standard amendment. On

Albany, N. Y., September 18.—The 
eight articles of impeachment voted 
against Governor Sulzer by the as- 
sembly are in substance: 

That he filed with the secretary 
of state a false statement of his 
receipts and other monetary trans- 
actions during his gubernatorial 
campaign. 

That he committed perjury in this 
statement. 

That he bribed witnesses to with- 
hold testimony from the legislative 
committee which’ investigated his 
campaign accounts. Ryo 

That he suppressed evidence by 
means of threats to keep witnesses 


from testifying before the com- 
mittee. 
That he dissuaded a witness, 


Frederick L. Colwell, from attend- 
ing under subpoena, the commit- 
tee’s sessions. 

That he committed larceny in 
speculating in stocks with money 
and checks contributed for his cam- 
paign. J : 

That as governor he threatened to 
use his office and influence to af- 
fect the vote of certain public offi- 
cers. 

That while governor he corruptly 
used his authority to affect prices of 
securities on the New York Stock 
Exchange, in'some of which securi- 
ties he was at the time interested. 


Albany, N. Y., September 18.—Williain 
Sulzer, governor of New York, charged 
by the assembly with high crimes and 
misdemeanors, failed to appear in per- 
Sdn teday before the high court of im- 
peachment, when it convened to begin - 
the trial which will determine his guilt 
or innocence. Instead his attorneys 
“entered a special appearance” in the 
fBovernor'’s behalf and challenged the 
organization of the court and Its juris-

Argument Before Governor 
Famous Murder Case May 


Occupy Two Days 


Beginning at 10 o'clock this morning, 
the governor will give a hearing in 
his office at the capitol to beth sides 
of the McNaughton case. Frank H., Saf- 
fold, of Swainsboro, and John W. Ben- 
nett, of Waycross, will appear and 
make argument in behalf of the con- 
demned physician. 

Williams & Bradley, of Swainsboro, 
and A. L. Franklin, of Augusta, will ap- 
pear in behalf of the state. There will 
also appear a committee of citizens of 
Emanuel county, headed by Frank D, 
Price, to plead with the governor 
against extending clemency to ee con- 
victed man.

Savannah, Ga., September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—"“Dr. McNaughton is as guilty 
as a dog and ought to be hanged,” de- 
clared Solicitor General R. Lee Moore 
today. Mr. Moore will appear before 
Governor Slaton Monday to oppose giv- 
ing McNaughton a pardon. 

“I am thoroughly acquainted with 
the case and am convinced that Dr.

Following Instructions of Police 
Board, Chief Passes Word

Follewing on the heels of the resolu- 
tion passed Wednesday night by the 
board of police commissioners, Chlef 
Beavers yesterday issued instructions 


to each watch of patrolmen and of- | 


ficlals to hereafter be more careful In 
m king frivolous cases and ‘uv be more 
lberal with the issuance of copies of 
charge. 

He also stressed the importance of 
being cautious in future arrests of girls 
and women, and, when occasion mer- 
ited, to serve copies of charge instead 
of bringing female prisoners to head- 
quarters. 

The cautionary orders grew out of 
the recent spooning cases when two 
couples were arrested on the capitol 
steps. 

A stormy session of the commission 
finally resulted in the passing of the 
resolution ordering the chief to in- 
struct his men to be cautious in the 
future. 

Especial instructions were given by 
the chief to the plain clothes “vice” 
sqyuad, who make the majority cf the 
immorality arrests since Beavers’ fa- 
mous vice crusade last year. 

"In making arrests and cases,” sald 
the chief, “take great care not to make 
frivolous ones. Be careful about send- 
ing prisoners to headquarters, especial- 
ly women and girls. Use good judg- 
ment in such cases, If the female pris- 
oners appear to be respectable, givo 
them copies of charge. In each case! 
where ycu are satisfied the prisoner | 
will appear in court, serve conies uf 
charges. 

“Be careful about making arrests for 
immoral conduct Be absolutely sure 
of your ground. Try not to humiHate a 
girl or woman unworthy of humilia- 
tion, and do nct go to extremes. Be 
watchful but careful and know your 
ground.”

In speaking to a reporter for The

troubled with a weak heart, which phy- 
siclans told him would ultimately re- 
sult in his death. He was unusually 
despondent for some weeks before leav- 
ing home a week ago Thursday. 

“He slipped out of the house, after 
packing his clothes, without telling 
me or anyone that he was going to 
leave. The last I heard of him. was 
when I got a postal from my brother, 
living five miles out of Dalton, Ga, 
on a farm, stating that Charles had 
stayed with him until last Saturday,

Former 
Says Cotton Not Main De- 
pendence of His People. 


According to R. R. Terrell. of Whig- 
ham, Ga., former representative in the 
house from Grady county in the gen- 
eral assembly of 1907-08, the people 
of southwest Georgia are amply pre- 
pared for the invasion of the boll 
weevil. Mr. Terrell was in Atlanta 
yesterday on business, with the prison 
commission. Discussing the outlook 
for farmers in Grady county, he said: 

“Grady county is in splendid shape 
this year, because, while the cotton 
crop is not as good as it might be, the 
farmers are getting an excellent price 
for it, and they are not depending 
upon it as their all. 

“Grady county farmers do not put 
all their eggs in one basket, you may 
be sure of that. We have already 
learned the lesson of diversification, 
and learned it well. I suppose that

tobacco. We have a little strip in 
Grady county extending down into 
Florida, which produces a quality of 
tobacco which cannot be grown any- 
where else in the wold outside of Cuba.

After that 
comes cotton, which is a money crop 
this year, because the farmers are out 
of debt and the crop {s bringing a 
good price. ; 

“Then our food crops, corn and hogs, 
and the feed that it takes to make 
hogs, are unusually good. On the 
whole, our farmers have no kick com- 
ing this year, and should the boll 
weevil hit us next year, and knock 
our cotton crop out as badly as some 
of the extremists lead us to anticipate, 
we will still be in good shape, because 
we have not put all our eggs in one 
market, and have syrup, tobacco and 
hogs to fall back on.”

The board of police commissioners have 


at last settled upon a definite policy with 
regard to the agitated question of arrests 
for trivial offenses. 

Chief Beavers will permit fewer arrests 
such in thefuture. Where there is cause for 
complaint, a copy of charges, citing offend- 
ers to the recorder’s court, will be given. 

Now that uncertainty in this direction is 
settled, let's get down to business in the 
matter of genuine law enforcement and of 
upholding the hands of the chief to that 
end. 

The copy-of-charges method is infinitely 
preferable, in trivial offenses, to riding ac- 
cused men or women or both to the bar- 
racks in the patrol wagon. It is followed 
in every city with pretensions to size and 
up-to-dateness in methods. ‘ 

And the public safety and public morals 
are better protected by the copy plan than 
the arrest plan. If the accused does not 
appear at the bar of court, he or she is in 
contempt as in any other court, and punish- 
able accordingly. In the interim between 
the serving of the copy and the court ses- 
gion, cool investigation will often disclose 
that that 
prosecution indeed would be the worst and 


no prosecution is necessary, 


most cruel course under the circumstances.

HOW ATLANTA JEWS GIVE. 


Last Sunday The Constitution showed 
editorially liow the Jews of Chicago give 
to charity in immensely superior ratic to 


ali other combined sects and religious. We 
stated then that the same disparity. in 
favor of the Jew, would apply to Atlanta. 
Our assumption is’ startlingly borne out 
in a communication, published elsewhere, 
from H. Joseph Hyman, superintendent of 
the Jewish Educational Alliance, of Atianta. 
According to Mr. Hyman, the Associated 
Cfaritles, assumedly dominated by Gen- 
tiles, had an income in 1911 of $14,815.71: 
the income of the Federation of Jewish 
Charities for the same year was $13,293.95. 
Jews in Atlanta number only about 4 per 
cent of the population. They contribute 
nearly 50 per cent of the charity funds. 
Seven per cent of the Associated Charities’ 
income was contributed by Jews; of the 
Charities’ membership, 10 percent are Jews. 
Remember that 57 per cent of Atlanta's 
Jewish population, which is only 4 per cent 


of the total, is composed of Russian Jews, 


“newly arrived and poverty stricken.” 

Remember, too, that when the Jews sub- 
scribe they pay; the Associated Charities 
is now struggling between life and death 
because of $3,000 in pledges unpaid.

CARDS STACKED FOR GEORGIA. 


America faces today a meat famine. 
She faces permanently a shrinking meat 
supply. 

Georgia can supply meat, both beef and 
mutton, in abundance. 

Fate stacks the cards for Georgia with 
regard to meat, as with regard this year 
to cotton, through the misfortunes of other 
states and the adaptability of this state. 

It is up to Georgia, the keennesSs of her 
bankers, the initiative of her farmers, to 
meet fate haif way. 

Details are told elsewhere, touching the 
disappearing of the glory of the west as a 
cattle country and the impending good 
fortune of Georgia. They are contained in 
correspondence between W. H, White, Jr., 
of Atlanta, president of the White Provision 
company, and W. H. Manss, vice president 
of the Southern Settlement and Develop- 
ment organization, of which S. Davies War- 
field, of Baltimore, is president. Mr. Manss 
points out the drouth in the western cattle 
states and the disappearance of the big 
ranch, as forecasting a heavy permanent 
shrinkage of the nation’s beef supply. He 
wants to know why Georgia, with her in- 
finite possibilities in the direction of cattle 
raising, cannot benefit by this situation. 
Mr., White answers that Georgia can and 
will, and tells the farmers how they can 
and must further prepare themselves to 
capitalize the opportunity. 

The crisis as regards the nation’s beef 
supply is nothing new to The Constitution. 
Years ago, we discussed the disappearance 
of the large cattle principalities in the west 
as removing the final handicap enjoyed by 
that section, and placing Georgia upon an 
equality. Not an either, but 
rather a plane of supremacy. For not only 
has Georgia an abundance of the small 
blocks of land to which the west is now 
restricted, but Georgia has in addition the 
superb open-year-round climate, the crop 
rotation and the possibilities in diversifica- 
tion which are strangers to the western 
territory. 

That is as pertains to cattle and hogs. 
Up in the Blue Ridge Georgia there is a 
huge region to itself typically adapted to 
sheep raising. The valleys and the broad 
ledges of the mountainous country, and the 
conditions suitable for corn and torage 
crops, and the great grazing grounds fit 
Georgia to produce at much less 
effort and expense than the vaunted far- 
western states. And with thé increasing 
cost of beef, it is certain that the demand 
for lower-priced mutton will increasingly 
expand. Georgia can raise hogs and cattle. 
She can produce mutton. She can feed the 
appetite for meat from 


equality, 


sheep 


national 
angle. 

An additional incentive is the fact that 
the Argentine republic, the greatest natural 
rival to America, is just beginning to in 
vade the American market. taking advan- 
tage of the stress produced by the western 
drouth. It is folly to the last degree to 
Jet American money go abroad needlessly, 
to send our own moiiey abroad needlessly, 
when we can produce here in Georgia beet 
and mutton sufficient not only to feed our- 
selves but many of the eastern states as 
well.

As Mr. White shows, the realization of 
this opportunity is not a matter for slug- 
gards or incompetents. It is not going to 
be materialized automatically. Georgia cap- 
italists must wake tc the great and sure 
profit that lies alead of then. They must 
understand that for every dollar they put 


into the cattle industry, they are likely 
ultimately to draw down ten. The capi- 
tulists, as Well as the farmers, must under- 


stand that the viewpoint of the farmer to- 
ward cattle, hogs and sheep must be radi 
cally chunged. We must breed good, mar- 


Ketadie stock. We must eliminate the 
scrubs. We must gradually put up the 
buildings, sow the fields and otherwise 


create the plants with which to pull down 
these dividends. 

And the city and country bankers must 
understand that. in the face of an oppor- 
tunity that will benefit the whole state, 
they must broaden their basis of credit to 
encourage the construction of a great cattle 
industry. They must get away from the 
all-cotton tyranny. It may strangle them. 
Without adequate credit, Georgia cannot 
realize upon this nation-wide situation; she 
cannot escape the indebtedness and stagna- 
tion that follow in the train of the hypno- 
tism of cotton. 

The farmer is the pillar to the archway 
that looks into the Land of Promise indi- 
cated by White and Manss. But the banker 
is the keystone to the arch.

You had planned to go to the country next 
day and gather about fifty bushels of wild 
Brapes. You had already arranged to bor-

excursion. 


“Gently and kindly I tried to dissuade 
you. I pointed out that nobody in this house 
is passionately fond of jelly. A pint of the 
blamed stuff will last a year, with some 
left over for our ‘poor relations. I explained 
that wild grapes are as bitter as quinine and 
that it takes about a pound of sugar to each 
grape to make it-fit to eat.

The World's Mysteries 


WAS BATTHYANI SUICIDE“OR MARTYR? 


The little provinces of Hungary and Po-| 
land have supplied some excellent exam- 
ples of the hero, and in the brave struggle 


that Hungary made to preserve her national 
independence, not one of her patriots is de- 
serving of nfore credit than is Count Louis 
Batthyani, in spite of the fact that Hun- 
garian history dwells long on the services 
rendered by Batthyani, it is uncertain as 
to how he came to his death. Most his- 
tories tell us that he was falsely accused 
and was sentenced to death for high trea- 
son. It is noted that “he heard the ver- 
dict with calmness, and did not lose his 
hold upon himself, even in taking a last 
farewell of- his wife.” He was granted the 
one privilege left to ask for—that he might 
have a soldier's death. 

The hour set for his execution was 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, and crowds were 
gathered to have a look at the man they 
all loved and.honored. When the prison 
door was thrown open, the Count walked 
galmly out, leaning on the arm of his chap- 
lain. His face was perfectly serene and he 
carried himself with dignity and modesty. 

Other historians do not make him a 
martyr, but instead claim that he took his 
own life. Taking the latters’ views, the 
latest edition of the “Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica" says: ‘Sentence of hanging wag final- 
ly pronounced upon him at Olmutz for vio- 
lating the Pragmatic Sanction, overthrow- 
ing the constitution and aiding and abet- 
ting the rebellion. To escape this fate he 
Stabbed himself with a small, concealed dag- 
Ber, and bled to death on the night of 
October 5, 1849." 

Count Louis Batthyani belonged to one 
of the proudest old families of Hungary. The 
city of Buda was on one side of the Danube, 
and Pesth was on the other, connected by a 
high suspension bridge. The two cities are 
now practically one and are called Buda- 
Pesth. 

Prince Louis was one of the patriot lords 


in the Upper House of the Hungarian Par- 
Niament and Ferdinand V of Austria sum- 
moned him in March of 1848 to form the 
first independent and responsible cabinet~ 
under the liberal government Austria had 
promised that Hungary should enjoy under’ 
her protection. 

For years the Hung@rians had suffered 
from the treachery of Austria, and Batthy- 
ant realized that no dependence could be 
placed upon Ferdinand. For months he 
struggled between the power of Austria and 
his people, and then went to Vienna to see 
{f he could not move Ferdinand to keep 
faith with Hungary, and give them the lib- 
erties they asked, chief among which was 
the use of their own language for all offi- 
clal business, and in the schools. 

" But the Count could accomplish nothing, 
so he resigned his office and went home. 
He still held his seat in Parliament, how- 
ever, and worked without pause to find 
some way in which his country and people 
might have justice and liberty. ; 

These were the days in which Louis Kos- 
‘suth was working so desperately for the 
liberal cause, and all Hungary was alive 
with bitterness and revolt. Count Batthyant 
had no false pride when it came to pleading 
for his people, 80 he went to Prince Windl- 
schgratz, who commanded a large body of 
the Austrian army, and begged for an in- 
terview. 

Windischgratz sent word to him that he 
did not treat with rebels, for so Austria 
chose to consider the Hungarian people. He 
added the statement that there was only 
one thing for Hungary to do—surrender its 
capital country. 5 

Then Batthyani was arrested at Pesth. 
and a shameful trial was held by court that 
had no jurisdiction, and no laws that did 
not prevail in Hungary. With so connected 
a story as is obtainable, regarding this pa- 
triotic Hungarian, it seems regrettable that 
his death should be shrouded by such varied 
statements. 


NATION CRIES TO GEORGIA 
IN FACE OF BEEF FAMINE 


The tremendous opportunity that opens 
to Georgia by reason of the threatened snort: 
age of the beef supply from the western 
States jis emphasized forcefully in corre- 
spondence recently exchanged between W. ! 
H. White, Jr, president of the White Pro- 
vision Company of Atlanta, and W. H. Manss, 
vice president and general manager of the | 
Southern Settlement and Development Or- 
ganization of Baltimore, of which S. Davies 
Warfield is president. Mr. White, as read- 
ers of The Constitution know, is the ploneer 
in the modern packing house business in 
the south, and in the systematic tampaign to 
revive the cattle industry in Georgia. In 
that work The Constitution has rendered | 
unceasing assistance, as it will ,continue 
to do. 

Mr. Manss wrote The Constitution, point- 
ing out that the drouth in the western cattle 
States and the permanent disappearance of 
large western ranches, created a desperate 
situation, from the point of view of the 
nation’s beef supply. He asked why Georgia, 
with her notable possibilities in this direc- 
tion, could not step into the breach. 


Doer of Opportunity. 


His letter was referred to.Mr. White. The 
latter's reply is given here in full, and indi- 


cates an opportunity which it’ would be 
economic insanity for the capitalists and 
farmers of this state to ignore. Mr. White's 
letter follows: 

“Mr. W. H. Manss, 
General Manager Southern Settlement and 
Development Organization, Continental 
Building, Baltimore, Md.—Dear Sir: Your 
interesting letter of the 13th, addressed to 
Mr. Clark Howell, editor The Constitution, 
has been handed to me by Mr. Howell, with 
suggestion that I write you giving my views 
on the cattle situation in our section, and 
the effect that the recent drouth in the west 
will have on the meat supply. 

“The farmers of the west, today are, as 
you say, being forced to ship their Hve stock 
to the market, for the reason that their 
pastures have been ruined and their corn 
crops damaged to such an extent that they 
will not be able to provide the necessary 
food for finishing their beef cattle. I am 
advised that in some sections farmers have 
been compelled to ship to market absolutely 
every head of Hve stock owned: not only 
were they short of foodstuff, but in hundreds 
of cases the water supply necessary for the 
live stock could not be had.

A Serious Condition. 

“We are unquestionably facing a serious 
condition, and unless a new field of supply 
is quickly developed, we will not only have 
a severe shortage of beef cattle, but the 
price will be out of reach of the average 
person, and prime beef will become a luxury. 
During the early spring and summer of this 
year thousands of Georgia cattle have been 
shipped to the west with a view of replen- 


ishing the western herds. Especially is this 
true of cows and heifers, which were wanted 
for breeding and raising, the idea, of course, 
being to produce aS many young calves as 
possible. It is also true that Georgia has 
today a sufficient number of cattle, which, 


| if given the proper food and attention, would 


help materially toward warding off the beef 
shortage, which is sure to come as an after- 
math of the drouth through the west. 

“It is true that the bulk of these cattle 
are common and of mixed breeds, but with 
Proper attention and good food will make a 
falr grade of beef, certainly will make as 
good beef here and will serve as good pur- 
pose for building up and stimulating the 
beef supply In this section, as much so as 
in the west, where thousands have been _ 
shipped this year. 

“We have the foundation stock, an abund- 
ance of young cattle, the finest grazing 
lands in the world, a splendid forage crop 
and a magnificent cotton crop, which in- 
Sures a plentiful supply of finishing food 
(cotton seed meal and hulls), all of this at 
the door and within the reach of practically 
every farmer in the state. 

“Regardless, however, but little headway 
has been made in the betterment of our 
cattle. I firmly believe that the farmers are 
ready to take hold of thé proposition, but 
they do not know how to go about it—they 
need to be shown how to make good beef 
and how to develop their cattle for the mar- 
kets of the country, and I think that if you 
could place forcibly before the farmers of 
this state, and others of the southeastern 
States, the true conditions that now exist and 
their opportunity for taking a place high 
up the ladder in the matter of beef-produc- 
ing, that a world of good would be done, 

What Is Lacking. 

“Our farmers must learn to respect the: 
cattle industry, and they must be taught 
the importance and necessity of giving their 
Cattle care, food and attention,and encour- 
aged in the matter of improving their herds, 
through the introduction of high-bred males, 
so that the offsprings will come higher in 
grade and quality from year to year. What 
is lacking most of all is energy and dispo- 
sition to diversify agricultural pursuits on 
the part of the farmers, as well as the lack 
of the practical knowledge and experience 
of men of your kind to instruct them. Your 
earnest co-operation and thoughtful sugges- 
tlons from time to time will bring about. 
the awakening of our farmers to their op- 
portunities, and when once they take hold, 
the country at large may look for relief in | 
the beef supply. Fi

Winnipeg's permanent water supply from 
Shoal lake will cost $13,045,000, and it will 
take at least five years to install, accord- 
ing to the formal report of the consulting 
experts read before the administration board 
of the Greater Winnipeg water district by 
Mayor Deacon, of Winnipeg, Manitoba. The 
report was adopted and the work will pro- 
ceed at once, although definite action was } 
deferred by the board for one week to eh- 
able the members to study details. The ex- 
perts, who have been working on the prob- 
lem since last -April, are James A. Fuertes 
of New York, Frederick P. Stearns of Bos- 
ton and Rudolph Hering of New.

NTO SINE. 
COTTON PROBLEM 


President Appealed To in Re- 
.. gard to Cotton Futures Tax. 


Believed a Satisfactory So- 
lution Will Be Reached. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

- Washington, September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—President Wilson’s influence is 
counted upon to work out a satisfac- 
tory solution of the cotton “futures” 
tax and to eliminate the grosser evils 
of exchange gambling while preserving 
this market to the cotton trade. 

Members of congress entertain seri- 
ous doubts of the wisdom of the pres- 
ent form of tax incorporated in the 
tariff bill. Some question whether it 
will restrict speculation, while others 
necept the word of exchange operators 
that it will abolish the exchanges and 
restore the cotton trade to the condi- 
tlon it was in before the civil war. 

No one who has studied this problem 
doubts that cotton exchanges when 
fairly conducted and selling an honest 
contract are a benefit to the whole cot- 
ton industry. The theory on which the 
exchange is founded ‘and has grown 


up is sound. It helps to distribute the 
tremendous risk of the cotton trade. 


Profit Per Bale Is Small. 
Many cotton merchants today are 
satisfied with a profit of 50 cents a 


bale, and very few of the big traders 
make more than $1 a bale The trade 
has become so systematized and the 
legitimate risks so widely distributed 
that small sure profits are accepted 
gratefully. 

But if there were io means of un- 
loading the speculative risks on other 
shoulders, I doubt if the price paid 
to the farmers—in many seasons woe- 
fully unremunerative—would be as 
high. To protect himself from possible 
fluctuations the merchant would pay a 
price low envush to cover losses and 
the cost of carrying the cotton until 
he could find a purchaser. - At present 
these speculative risks ure taken by 
the exchanges where hedging contracts 
are bought and sold. 

Most of the cotton grewn in the 
south is dumped on the market within 
three months. Of course only one- 
fourth of it is consumed by ths mills 
during this time. Someone must carry 
this cotton until it is needed by the 
Mills, or it would be left on the farm- 


ers’ hands. That is the function of the 
cotton exchanges. It is accomplished 
by means of hedges and speculative 
transactions. : 

Cotton brought into market in At- 


lanta, Charlotte or Houston is bought 
by the local merchants at prevailing 


spot prices, though it may not be 
needed by the mills of Manchester, 
Bremen and Nagasaki until six months 
later. The mills of the world at the 
game time are making their contracts 
to deliver cotton goods and are insur- 


ing themselves against fluctuations in 
the market hy selling “heJezes.’ When 
the time comes that the manufactur- 
ers actually need the raw cotton they 
will sell their future contracts and 
buy the actual staple, the fluctuations 
in the price of spots and futures being 
expected to counterbalance each other. 
Where Exchange Argument Faila. 


Defenders of the New York cotton 
exchange fall down In attempting te 
explain the absence of a parity be- 
tween future prices and spot prices; 
in attempting to excuse the arbitrary 
value placed on lo xrade cottons 
which are not spinnable and which 


force the buyer of future contracts to 
settle according to the prices fixed by 


the exchanges and which do not rep- 
resent actual commercial vilue 

They explain the transaction this 
way: A cctton manufacturer when of- 


fered a contract for goods that will re-

These differences are fixed 
for months in advance and are not 
changed to correspond with actual 
transactions in the spot market, 


Origin of the Exchange. 


John Rew, of Liverpool, England, 
whose firm is still in existence, is 
credited with foreseeing conditions 


which led to the establishment of the 
New York cotton exchange in 1871 
and the Liverpool Cotton association 
the year previous, 

In 186% Mr. Rew saw that with the 
| aid the newly-laid Atlantic cable, 
it was possible for a cotton merchant 
to ascretain with unbelievable quick- 
ness the price of cotton in the south- 
ern states. He saw that if the Liv- 
erpool quotations on “cotton to arrive” 
were high enough to enable him to 
buy in the south at a lower figure he 
could sell notton to arrive at an as- 
sured profit. When this cotton reached 
Liverpool he could either deliver it to 
the parties to whom he had sold con- 
(racts or sell to some spinner at a rel- 
atively higher price and settle with 


of 


tt holder of his contract in cash. 

This plan of escaping the speculative 
risks while importing cotton into Eng- 
land was immediately appreciated by 
other merchants.

HOLD UP AUTO TOURISTS 


Bandits Are Chased by Sheriff 
and Captured After 
a Battle. 


Toledo, Oh‘o, September 18.—Mctor- 
ing from Toledo westward, Herman C. 
G. Luyties, of St. Louis, and a party of 
five, including two women, were held 
up by three men in an automobile six 
miles east of Bryan, Ohio, shortly after 
midnight. At’ the point of revolvers 
the robbers obtained $2,000 in cash, a 
gold purse carried by one of the wom- 
en, several diamonds and other jew- 
elry. 

The bandits drove away the two cars, 
leaving the Luyties party in the road. 
They walked to a farm house, were 
driven to Bryan and aroused Sheriff 
Samucl Weinland, of Williams county, 
who traced the two automobiles tu a 
farm house. As he approached, Wein- 
land was shot in the left arm and an- 
other bullet inflicted a flesh wound in 
his hand. He grappled with one man 
and arrested him. The prisoner gave 
the name of R. W. Duffy, 26, of Toledo. 
Two other suspects later were taken 
from a passenger train at Montpelier, 
Ohio. . 

Frcem the two men arrested at Mont- 
pelier much of the plunder was recov- 
ered. This included two gold watches, 
one diamond ring valued at $500, $50 
in cash and other articles of jewelry. 

The prisoners confessed and gave 
their names as Arthur Gerow, 20, of 
1218 Evergreen avenue, New York, and 
William Justice, 20, Philadelphia. They 
said the man arrested earlier by Sher- 
iff Weinland was Robert Dwyer, 22, of 
New York. 

The injuries of Sheriff Weinland, shot 
by the bandit he captured, singlee 
handed, are only slight flesh wcunds. 


TO INDUCE IMMIGRANTS 
TO COME TO THE SOUTH 


New York, September 18—Standing 
at the pler at Ellis island today while 
two thousand {mmigrants were step- 
ping from the steamship Imperator, a 
group of prominent southerners headed 
by Senator Ransdell of Loutsiana, or- 
ganized the Mississippi Valley Immi- 
gration association. 

This actlon is the outcome of a cun- 
ference held here yesterday at which 
delegates from the state of Lousiana, 
Mississippi, Arkansas. Texas and Ala- 
bama and representatives of the fed- 
eral immigration department and of 
railroad and steamship lines discussed 
immigration and labor in the south. The 
conferees urged the representatives of 
trans-Atlantic steamship lines to bring 
immigrants into the country by way of 
New Orleans. 

The new organization will campaign 
against unreasonable restrictions to 
immigration and will endeavor to have 
government and state agencies estab- 
lished In Europe for the purpose of en- 
courazing immigration to the United 
States. It also favurs the reduction of 
the Immigrant head tax.

PRISON COMMISION 


Patterson Favors, Davison. Op- 
poses, Appointment of Super- 
visors of Public Roads. 


It will in all probability be up to 
Prison Commissioner E. L. Rainey, of 
Dawson, to determine whether the com- 
mission shall employ road supervisors 
for the state or not and whether a 
state system of road supervision shall 
be established. 2 

Commissioner Rainey is out of town 
and is not expected to return befcre 
the middle of next week. Commissicn- 
er T. E. Patterson, of Griffin, has de- 
clared himself in favor of the appoint- 
ment of supervisors. He believes that 
the present law gives the commission 
the right to establish state supervision 
of road building and to appcint super- 
visors. 

He further holds that the bullding of 
roads in this state cannot be made suc- 
cessful until some state supervision Is 
provided. 

On the other hand, Chairman R. E. 
Davison is emphatically opposed to the 
exercise of the legal right of the com- 
mission to appoint supervisors. Dis- 
cussing the questicn he said yesterday: 

Lacking Funds. 

“The maintenance fund provided by 
the legislature now is barely sufficient 
for the support of this department. We 
are seriously considering the necessity 
of laying off a number of our inspect- 
ors in order to make both ends meet. 
I cannot see where the money is com- 
ing from tv hire state supervisors and, 
as things are now handled, I do not 
believe anything of value could be ac- 
complished by them if we had them. 

“The people of the counties will not 
stand for the use of the convicts to 
build permanent highways between the 
cities at the expense of the local sys- 
tems of roads. There is nv use talking 
about it. There are one thousand miles 
of road in Greene county and only 
twenty-two convicts to work them. 
Now I don’t see how you can ever hope 
to build permanent rvadways with that 
amount of labor. 

Would Cry Favoritism. 
“If you undertook to make a special- 


ty of the lines of highway connecting 
the citles, there would be such a cry of 


favoritism to go up from the farmers 
as would kill any such scheme. 

“It is not true that we now have 
highways beginning nowhere and end- 
ing nowhere. Our highways cross 
county lines and I dare say that few 
passengers On the foads, particularly In 
the country counties, could possibly tell 
when the county Ines are crossed, 

“If the legislature will appropriate 
the money to establish a state highway 
system, I will be glad to co-wperate in 
its establishment, but we have not the 
money now, and under our present sys- 
tem of working convicts by counties, 
I believe that little can be accom- 
plished.” 


BALKAN WAR HORRORS 
PORTRAYED BY MILES 


Washington, September 18.—As an 
indirect appeal for funds for the rellef 
of the suffering thousands in Bulgaria, 
the Red Cross today made public a 
letter it had received from Lieutenant 
General Nelson A. Miles, in which he 
portrays the horrors that have at- 
tended the Balkan war. Starvation, 
inadequate hospital service and ab- 
sence of medical stores are among the 
calamities Bulgarians are facing. In 
one field, General Miles declared he 
saw 4,000 wounded men lying without 
shelter from the sun or rain. 

General Miles recommended that a 
part of the relief funds be sent to the 
Red Cross of Servia. 


NEW YORK FINANCIERS 
CALLING FOR TROOPS 


Washington, September 18.—Mora 
than 250 New York financiers have pe- 
titioned the war department to In- 
crease the number of troops on Gov- 
ernor's Island to protect Wall street 
and the financial district from mob, 
uprising or foreign invasion. 

Governor's Island, in New York har- 
bor, a comparatively short distance 
from the financial district, has only a 
Small detail of soldiers. The finan- 
ciers petitioned that it was the course 
of wisdom to have that force increased 
80 that the soldiers might respond to 
any emergency likely to arise in New 
York city, particularly the commer- 
cial section.

The formal opening of Mercer unt- 
versity was held today, the chapel 
meeting being. marked by addresses 
by a number of well known educators 
and others. Chief among these was 
Dr. G A. Nullally, of Rome, who for 
five years was a president of Mercer. 
Dr. Nullally took occasion to tell the 
students that the loss of one man 
could possibly have no effect on an in- 
stitution built as solidly as Mercer.

Prof. C. R. Jenkins, president of Wea- 
leyan college; Prof. C. H. Bruce, super- 
Intendent of the schools of Bibb coun- 
ty: Mayor John T. Moore, Judge J. G.

Clark, of the Mercer Alumni! associa- 
tion. 

It was reported st the chapel exer- 
cises that the enrollment this year 
was much greater than jn previous 
years, the dormitory already being 
filled. It is expected by tomorrow the 
enrollment will reach 400. 

Wesleyan Female college held its-for- 
mal opening yesterday morning. The 
enrollment was greater by fifteen stu- 
dents than on any preylous year, 
though not all of the young women 
had arrived at that time.
